Warm Springs, Ga., July 2.—(Special 
Staff Correspondence.)—The foregoing res- 
olutions were adopted by the Georgia Bar 
Association today by a majority of votes 
s0 overwhelming as to leave the minority 
little to talk about and nothing to boast 
about. The debate which preceded the bal- 
lot was the warmest which has ever agi- 
tated the association, but it ended just 
as The Constitution of yesterday said it 
would. The minority’ was very talkative 
and very vigorous, but it lacked votes. 


“THe Majority was qiiiet and unostentatious, 


but it had popular support. The best of 
good nature marked the discussion on both 
sides, and tonight, when the smoke of 
battle has cleared away, everybody is 
everybody else’s friend. 

The serious work of the convention be- 
gan as soon as President Goetchius called 


‘ the members to order this morning. The 
‘ debate on the question, “Is Lynch Law Re- 


sponsible for Defects in the Criminal Law?” 
led. almost immediately to the introduction 
of widely different resolutions on the sub- 
ject, and alf these were finally assorted 
and arranged into the series adopted. But 
before the vote was taken there was a red- 
hot debate on “Is the Bar-Association of 
Georgia in Favor of Lynch Law?” and, 
strange as it may seem, the roll has not 
yet been called to decide that question. 

It was all very fierce while it lasted. 
Hal Lewis opened the discussion in a pa- 
per which The Constitution briefly touched 
upon yesterday, but-which was not com- 
pleted until today. He handled his sub- 
ject without gloves and said that the ne- 
cessity of criminal law reform was one 
which the Georgia Bar Association could 
not afford and did not dare to deny. He 
Stated the case this way: 

“There are two defects in the criminal 
law which sometimes result in the libera- 
tion of the guilty. One of these is a rule 
of criminal pleadings, which makes some- 
times a trivial variation petween the alle- 
gations of an indictment and the proof fa- 
tal to the state. The remedy for this evil 
is to allow the same liberality in amend- 
ing criminal pleadings as is: allowed in 
civil cases, protecting tne defendant in 
the same way against any undue surprises 


on account of such amendments. It some- 
times occurs, however, that the guilty es- 


“cape on account of the fault of the jury, 


Who write a verdict of not guilty capri- 
clously and unsupported by testimony. ‘The 
immense advantage the prisoner has over 
the state in the selection of a jury is ap- 
preciated by ‘every one acquainted with 
the criminal practice in this country. In 


‘consequence of this advantage the guilty 


criminal can sometimes succeed in pack- 
ing the jury with his special friends, or 
with those prejudiced against the state; 
hence it occasionally happens that an out- 
rageous murderer goes -unpunished for 
crime. 

“The remedy for this evil is to allow 
the state an equal number of challenges 
of savere Bhat the defendant has and re- 
quiring béth parties to alternate in strik- 
ing or sélecting the jury. Our criminal 
laws as_a rule are faithfully administered, 
and those proven guilty are generally con- 
victed. There will always be exceptions 
to this rule, but we betieve if the above 
simple remedies are adopted these excep- 
tions will be diminished. 

“We do not, however, believe that lynch- 
ings in the south are generally due to any 
defect in the law, or fts administration. 
These acts of mob violence are the result 
perpetrated by the 
Negro upon the helpless and defenseless

and deep in the public mind that the culprit

“There is a further conviction in the pub- 
ile mind that lynching is the most effec- 
tual way of preventing the crime. The 
Sullty offender is lynched, not because 
those who constitute the mob or who May 
®Ympathize with it have fess regard for 

W and order, but because they have 
More concern for the sanctity of home 
and for the protection of its inmates. An 
effort to correct it by mere legislation 


would be as futile as an attempt to check 
the fury of the cyclone or to prevent 
the lightning flashes from the storm cloud. 
With references to the cases of lynching 
in the south, if we undertake to rectify 
the evil without appreciating the cost, 
there is danger of mischievious legislation 
without any compensatory benefits result- 
ing. There is danger of departing 
far from these ancient judicial lardmerks, 
established by the wisdom of statesmen, 
and justified by the experience of ages. 
Some seem to think that a prisoner put 


upon trial for life or liberty should under- 
’ ' back to jail to await the finding of the grand 


g0 as summary an inyestigation as one 
who is arraigned for some petty cfferse 
and sent to thé rockpile from the police 
court. 


“Whatever remedy is had !n cziminal law, ' 


let the criminal have a fair, orderly cnd 
impartial trial; time for prepaving his 
defense; the right of appealing tor a new 
trial, and of having his case reviewed 
by the highest judicial tribunal in the 
state. It is those forms of luw, those 
rights guaranteed to every citizen 
distinguishes the orderly work of our 
courtrooms from

This was the speech which inaugurated 
the debate. 

Lewis W. Thomas arose to continue it, 
ard sent to the chair a resolution which 
formed the basis for the one finally adopt- 
ed. Mr. Thomas wanted a committee ap- 
pointed to look into the matter and said 
that it was most essential that the associa- 
tfon take definite action at this meeting. 
He thought that there had already been 
too much delay.

“The criminal procedure of Georgia has 
remained the same with slight change since 
Georgia became a state; borrowed from the 
English at a time when there were ‘so 
miny felonies an. such severe punishments 
attached to them, and when the king was 
so impious in the trial and condemnatipn 
of criminals. The road to a conviction of a 
criminal was technically different. Why 
this crime procedure has been allowed to 
exist in our state long as it has can 
be accounted for only on one ground, in my 
opinion, and that is*that we were a sparce- 
ly settled country; there being few cities 
and the institution of slavery having a 
tendency to keep out p®pulation, but the 
building of cities, the increase of popula- 
tion and the freeing of the slaves in the 
south have made it necessary that the 
crime procedinsa of GevSeia should be 
changed.

In this court 
there. should be no such thing as terms, 
but when a man is arrested he should be 
brought before the court and a time and 
day set for his trial. If, when this day ar- 
rives, he is not ready the judge could give 
him further time in order to prepare his 
defense. In this way the country people 
would be relieved of a great deal of ex- 
pense in keeping tnd maintaining the pris- 
oners to await the meeting of a grand jury 
and of the proper court to try them, The 
state should have the same number of 
challengers of jurors as the defendant has, 
and the defendant should be allowed to 
testify under oath in his case if he so de 
sired it, subject to cross-exarrination by 
the state.”’

There is, however, a strong undercurrent of opinion among all the lawyers of 
the association, independent of their views upon lynch law, that there should be 
some changes (made in our present laws in order to facilitate the administration

Our laws are good enough and for many offenses could not be made 
It is only as to a few technicalities that amendments need be 


made, 


and these wisely considered and properly indicated would result in good. The as- 

sociation adopted at its morning session a series of resolutions covering certain 

changes, which if made, would work a revolution along certain lines, and yet these 
suggested changes are but few in number. The bar association of this state has 


taken the lead so far in remedial proeedure and some of the 


most important 


changes in recent years in our forms of practice in the courts have resulted from 


their recommendations. The lawyers 


of the state fully concur with the move- 


ment advocated by certain of the press of the state that forms should give way to 


substance, as far as can be 


done in the administration of justice without im- 


pairing their inalienable right which belongs to every man to have justice done him 


on an appeal to the courts. 


I commend the editorials which have appeared recently in your paper urging 


reforms. 


Along the line which they suggest would it not be well also to urge upon 


the judges who are charged with the administration of the law, the importance of 
the disposition of the business of the courts with the same dispatch that all the 
other business is transacted in this state? Would it not also be well to urge upon 


our e‘tizens at large, who are subject to.jury duty, the sacred obligation 


which 


rests upon them, to at least lay aside their private affairs and go to the aid of 
the judges in disposing of the controversies which arise in the courts and in pun- 


ishing those who are guilty of crime? 


The special committee appointed today under the resolution is composed of 
able men, and in addition to, the special duty with which they are charged of 
drafting certain bills, they are required to report at the next meeting of the as- 
sociation upon the subject of needed reforms in the law and its administration, and 
lawyers in due time will endeavor to work out this problem for the best interests 
of the state, being ably assisted by their fellow citizens, who will lend the aid of 


their counsel to the solution of the problems.

“] believe that only In cases of rape 
a vital change should be made in the laws. 
Permit the court to farce an immediate 
trial.of the defendant. If counsel is sick 
require employment of other counsel; after 
the verdict, require motion for new trial, 
if made, to be made within five days; re- 
quire a hearing upon this motion and a 
decision within two days; require the bill 
of exceptions to be signed with two days 
from the order refusing a new trial, and 
require it ta be served within ten hours 
after signed; require the clerk to send 
up the record within twenty-four hours, 
and the supreme court to hear and de- 
termine it within forty-eight hours; for- 
bidding the trial judge or the supreme 
court to grant a new trial for legal errors 
where it is apparent that the crime was 
committed and the guilty party is before 
the court. These suggestions may appear 
drast.c, but J] have no sympathy with 
the maudlin sentiment found so often 
today, and by which the law under the 
guise of eivilization builds a wall around 
the criminal from which he safely wages 
war upon society. 

“You cannot stop savage crimes by 
gentle means, and the law should be equal 
to cope with the condition it finds. An 
immediate and prompt meting out of jus- 
tice would in many cases prevent ly1-ch- 
ings. It is, however, true that no law, 
however enforced, can stop tynching if 
It is very well itor us 
to diseuss this matter @almly in our con- 
vention, to reason logically and dispas- 
sionately, but when these crines occur 
the men who know the #ctim a:id ber fam- 
“ve ulUccarried away 
by passion. It is a efime which ‘turns 
the coward's heart to steél, the sluggard’s 
biood to flame.’ 

“Probably every ene in the sound of my 
voice joins me in condemning Ivnching, 
but many of them would forget condemuzaa- 
tion when the victim was a neighbor or 
an acquaintance, and would join in the 
punishment of the brute without a thought 
of the consequence. The Anglo-Saxon 
race has always protected its women with- 
out the aid pf law courts, and as long as 
Anglo-Saxon blood flows in American veins, 
whether in Georgia, Alabama, Massachu- 
setts or Ohio, rapists will sometimes find 
a short, swift and ready rope. In Ohlo 
the people think rape so mild an offense 
that their statute makes it punishable 
by imprisonment for twenty years. But 
even in Ohio a negro raped a white wo- 
man and the people hung him, although 
it was necessary to drive away a troop of 
soldiers. No law can prevent tynching as 
long as the crime continues.” 

By this time the hour at which debate on 
the subject was to be cut off was reached. 
but it was extended thirty minutés by 
unanimous consent. Walter B. Hill intro- 
Guced a series of amendments to the pend- 
ing motion, which are numbered one, two 
and five in the resolutions as adopted, and 
in a brief but eloquent speech urged their 
passage. He said that the association could 
not afford to ignore the question which 
ecnfronted them, and he said that past 
conventions had come to lame and impo- 
tent endings because they had dodged the 
He pleaded for prompt and manly 
action before the president’s gavel fell. 

Then Colonel N. J. Hammond introduced 
the amendment which was later still fur- 
ther amended by- Attorney General Terrell 
and which was finally adopted as para- 
graph No. 3. Mr. Hammond made no 
speech, but surrendered the floor to the 
opposition, which was awaiting the final 
chance, Washington Dessau led off for 
the minority and he was followed by Ben 
Hill, both following exactly the same lines. 
They said that the popular clamor for a 
change in the criminal law was unwar- 
ranted and hysterical: that it would serve 
no good purpose; that the law was all 
right as it stood, and that the administra- 
tion of the courts could not well be im- 
proved upon. 

Colonel Hammond’s Fiery Speech. 

In both their speeches Messrs. Dessau 
and Hill had spoken of lynch law in a vein 
which had opened the eyes of those who 
listened to them and when they sat down 
there was a dramatic outburst on the part 
of N. J. Hammond and W. P. Hill, which 
furnished the only pyrotechnics of the 
convention. Colonel Hammond, arising in 
his place, and speaking with great vehe- 
mence, said: 


“IT regret that the bar association of 
Georgia should have become at this late 
day a convert to lynch law. It is to me a 
day of the deepest mortification. We are 
advocating lynching instead of 
seeking means for its suppres- 
sion. Why, gentlemen, we ought 
to abandon the questivun of reform in our 
criminal law and seek the prayers and 
supplications of the ministers for reform 
in ourselves.”’ 

There was mingled applause and hissing 
at this and Mr. Hill came forward to stop 
both. He not only repeated all that Mr. 
Hammond had said, but he went farther. 
He declared that the declarations he nad 
heard from members of the association on 
the subject of lynch law had appalled him. 
He said that the bar, to which the people 
looked for good advice and protection, had 
spoken words which were calculated to 
inflame every mob in the state which 
might hereafter be formed. His denuneia- 
tion was swift and severe and when he 
sat down-there was more appiause and no 
hisses.

MPKINLEY MAY WRITE MONEY MESSAGE: 
MINERS FIGHTING REDUCED WALES 


President Believes That He Is 
Pledged To Reform,

ANXIOUS TO REDEEM HIMSELF 


He Has Held Back Because of the 
Tariff Bill, 


WHAT HIS ADVISERS ARE URGING 


They Declare That To Make a Move 
in the Direction of Financial Re- 
form Would Be to Confess 
a Weakness—Cabinet 
in Consultation. 


Washington, July 2.—The question wheth- 


er the president will send a special mes- 
sage to congress recommending the crea- 


tion of a currency commission will be 


definitely decided next week. 

The president is strongly inclined at this 
time to send a special currency message to 
congress, regarding himself as in a credi- 


table measure pledged to this course. 

In fact, it was semi-officially announced 
at the white house late this afternoon 
that such a message would be sent to con- 
gress next week, but some of the pres!i- 
dent’s most influential advisers on financial 
questions are opposed to a message as 
impolitic at this time owing to hostility to 
a commission on the part of congress, and 
the final determination, as stated. will not 
be reached until Mr. McKinley’s return 
from Canton. 

The executive committee of the Indian- 
apolis sound money convention have heen 
actively advocating the committee’s scheme 
ever since the advent of the present ad- 
ministration. It has also the sympathy of 
the president, who committed himself to ft 
in hts inauguration. President McKinley, 
however, did not care to recommend it to 


‘ 
congress while the tariff bill was pending 


lest it might.complicate arid delay action 
upon that measure. All along the chief dif- 
ficulty which presented itself to those who 
favored a commission for the investigation 
of the currency system has been the oppo- 
sition it would encounter in congress. 

While a’ bill for the creation of a commis- 
sion could easily be passed in the house 
where factious opposition would be unavail- 
ing against the operation of a cloture or- 
der that would bring it to a vote, such op- 
position in the senate might be almost in- 
terminable. Several of the silver senators 
have openly avowed their unalterable hos- 
tility to the creation of a commission and 
Senator Teller, of Colorado, has declared 
that he would remain here until December 
to defeat it. 

This being the situation, it ‘s understood 
that some of the executive committee mem- 
bers of the Indianapolis convention are 
now inclined to believe that it would per- 
haps be a mistake to press their request 
for the creation of a commission by con- 
gress. The better and wiser thing to do, 
some of them now think, would be to with- 
draw their requests for a commission and 
to use the provisional power vested in the 
committee by the Indianapolls convention 
and themselves’ select a committee to in-

Instructlons Given as to the Conduct of 
the . Strike, 


NEARLY HALF MILLION MEN INVOLVED 


Miners Will Meet and Consider Plans 
for Providing for the Women and 
Children—Cause of the Rup- 
ture Between Operators 
and Miners. 


Columbus, O., July 2.—A general etrike of 
miners of the United Mine Workers of 
America has been ordered for July 4th by 
the national executive bqard, whose head- 
quarters are in this city, and also by the 
district presidents, as a result of the meet- 
ings held here June 24th, %th and 26th. 

The official document says: 

“To the Mine Workers of the Country, 
Greeting—Fellow Miners: At the last an- 
nual convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, held in the city of Colurr- 
bus, O., January 12-16, 1897, it was deter- 
mined that the scale of prices should be 
advanced to the following raters: 

“Pennsylvania (Pittsburg district) pick 
mining, 69 cents per ton; Ohio, 6 cents per 
ten; Indiana (bituminous), 60 cents ter 
ton; INinois (Grape creek), 55 cents per ton. 
Machine mining to be paid three-fifths per 
ton of the price for pick mining except in 
Indina (bituminous), where the prfce shall 
be four-fifths per ton of the price paid for 
Pick mining; other mining sections a cor- 
responding increase in price that will place 
them on a relative basie. 

“It was further agreed that the time for 
the enforcement of the seale was left with 
the national board and the district presi- 
dents to determine when it was most op- 
portune to put this scale into effect.” 

The document then urges unanimity and 
fidelity among the members. 

“The signs of the times,’' the paper says, 
“as pointed out by the press and by the 
testimony of men versed in public affairs 
are that business is improving; that an up- 
ward tendency in prices of all commodities 
is apparent. 

“In the general business revival and in- 
dustrial improvement which is earnestly 
prociaimed we ought to share, and if we 
do Let attempt to share we shall be false 
to ourselves and to those dependent upon 
us, 

“Let the watchword be,” says the ciecu- 
lar, “mine workers are entitied to a fair 
day’s pay for a fair day’s work.” 

Local committees are directed to be form- 
ed and, “‘to see that action is taken at 
once. The field is large and it will be an 
impossibility for national and district 
Officers to attend at all points, consequent- 
ly all local leaders are ordered to assume 
the responsibility and authority for the 
successful consummation of our desires. 

“To insure success great care should be 
exercised by all that no breach of the peace 
occurs at.any time or place, or under any 
circumstances. Bulletins will be issued 
from time to time to keep you informed ot 
the progress of affairs.”

Under the law as it stands today a prisoner is given a prompt hearing, 


but when his trial is called in time of great excitement or public uproar an im- 
partial trial is doubtful, and should be postponed. The judge of a superior court 
may call his court together at any time and@ have a man tried as soon as practical. 
If convicted the man may bring his case before the supreme court twenty days af- 


ter a motion for a new trtal has been heard and overruled. 


The supreme court 


then has ten days in which to consider the case. 
In no state that I Know of is there a criminal system that js speedier or better 


than this. 


As to the hurrying of the trial, I would Say that there is no necessity 


for the reform in the criminal law as suggested, except to require motions to be 


passed upon by the trial judge within a specified time. 


As to criminal pleadings, 


such as the proposed amending of indictments, I would say that if it can be care- 
fully and constitutionaHy done, it would be, perhaps, proper to allow the court to 


permit the amendment of indictments to conform with the evidence, 
THOMAS J. SIMMONS, Chief Justice.

Most Unfavorable Feature Threatened 


New York, July 2—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will 
say: The mid-summer vacation has com- 
menced in many works with the decrease 
of orders usual at this season. This cus- 
tomary vacation is called a strike where 
agreaments regarding wages for the com- 
ing year have not ‘been reached, and the 
extensive strike of Amalgamated Iron 
Workers announced July Ist its of this 
nature, but the strike of the coal miners 
in Illinois and other central western states 
| is not, and may prove costly. Some iron 
and cotton workers’ wages have been re- 
duced, owing to low prices, one cotton mill 
in Virginia closing because the reduction 
was not accepted. With a better demand, 
the employers will seek an agreement, but 
in its absence the workers ‘before long will 
have a vacation of the southemm mid-sum- 
mer character. Large hope are 
built on the prospective demand after 
the tariff bill has passed, but the pressure 
in the market of large importing stocks may 
defer matters. The general belief is that 
removal of unceriainty will in any case 
increase business. 

Since much of the future depends on 
crops, the brightening prospects are of the 
higher itmpcrtance, Estimates by perscns 
usually most pessimistic far exceed any 
nade a month ego, one promising 459,000,000 
bushels of wheat with lower conditions, but 
largely increased ecreage of corn. 

Cotton prospects are brighter, as the 
crop appears to be early rather thun late 
in regions which were not flooded. 

The movement of wheat is small, western 
receipts for the week 1,630,779 bushels, 
) against 2,041,790 last year and Atlantic ex- 
ports 2,041,790, flour included, against 2,18,- 
172 last year, but a strong effort to lift 
prices failed and closed l%c lower for the 
week with corn %ec lower.

The export trade is increasing and a 
lurge order for India has just been taken at 
a price said to be $ below British bids. 

The coke production Is increasing again, 
as more iron furnaces are going into blast 
and an addition of 2% per cent has been 
ordered in anthracite coal. 

Copper is higher at 10%c for lake, with 
heavy expcrts, while lead has Advanced to 
4.6c.

SOCIALISTS UNION ORGANIZED 


The New Union Is a Political One and 
Proposes To Take a Hand in 
Elections. 


A new party wag started on the political 
sea in Atlanta last night. It floats under 
the flag of the socialist labor party, and 
although the organization has only a few 
members as a starter, yet it gives promise 
of growth and to cut quite a figure in the 
next municipal campaign, 

The new party was Otganized in the fed- 
eration hall on Peachtree street and con- 
sists of eighteen members, all of whom 
are well known laboring men of this city. 
Ic is strictly a laboring man’s organiza- 
tion, founded on the principles that ‘In 
un.ty there is strength’ and for the pur- 
pose of securing legislation through the 
ballot box in favor of the laboring classes. 

‘The officers have not as yet been select- 
ed, but a good deal of enthusiusm was 
manifested at the meethhg and the new 
politicians are determined to Make their 
influence felt in local politics. They will 
probably put out a ticKet in the next elec- 
tion ana call on the laboring classes of 
the city for support. 

While this is the first time the socialist 
labor party has ever been wrganized in 
aAtianta, yet its scope is wide-reaching, 
having been organized twenty years aga, 
lt enjoys the distinction of being the oniy 
international party in existenee. “Where are 
Socialists in almost every country in Eu- 
rope and.the organization is also strong 
in the northern cities of this country, hav- 


ing had state tickets in Ohio and New 
York during the last elections. Tné vote 


polled, however, was small. 
The real object of the party is to unite 


the great laboring classes of ‘the world 
for mutual protection. They propose to 
rule whole countries by their vote. Their 


platform is founded on”a broad scale of 
socialism, calling. for the abolition of gold 
and silver money, the government being 
made to own the entire output of the pre- 
c.ous metals, the» government ownership 
of railroads, telephone and telegraph, and 
the compulsory attendance at schools. 

The meeting was*&Addressed last night by 
Mr. S. M. White, now of Canton, O., but 
formerly of Atlanta. He spoke for an 
hour and a half and succeeded in crganiz- 
ing a local chapter. The new party will 
hold another meeting next Sunday morn- 
ing, when the organization will be per- 
fected. 

There is now a chapter in Augusta and 
one in Savannah, and it is the object of 
the leaders to unite the taborers of the 
entire state in one commen brotherhood.

Washingtcn, July 2—(Special.}—The pree!- 
dent sent to the senate'today the name of 
W. W. Rockwell to be minister and consul 
general of the United States to Greece, Rou- 
maria and 6Servia. 

This appointment is of tnterest to Geor- 
gia, chiefly from the fact that it means 
the defeat of Rey. Dr. Hopkins, who has 
been strongly pushed for this pariicular 
miss.cn, and for which ho seemed at one 
time to have a good chance. 


The man who 
has been appointd ts a democrat, or rather 
was so accredited under the last adminis- 
tration when he was first assistant secre- 
tary of state. 

The appointment {s in no sense political, 
and in making it at the expense of Dr. 
Horkins the president practically declares 
that he will give no recognition at all to 
the new element in the south. If he had 
given the place to some man with strong 
political claims, representatives of the new 
elerrent might still have had hopes. As it 
is, however, the best man they proposed 
has been thrown down, and in favor of a 
man who has absolutely no political claims. 

The fact is that’ Georgia has very little 
crance for further recognition at the hands 
of this administration. 

To a prominent northern corgressman 
who went to him in Dr. Hopkins’s behalf, 
President McKinley expressed the opinion 
yesterday that Georgia had got about all 
she was entiticd to. This. coming right on 
the heels of the turn down of Bill Pledger 
in the Kingston matter.-has bad a ten- 
dency to put a big wet blanket on the 
hopes of the Georgians who have had their 
eyes on offices outside the state. It. is not 
believed here that Georgia will gct anything 
more outside the state, unless it le decided 
to take care of Lyons, in order to smoothe 
over that Aucusta fight. This does not 
now seem to be at all likets. 

Of the applicants for consular place here, 
“Camilla” Pierce -has a letter from Colonel 
Buck, urging his appointment ahead of all 
other consular applicants from Georgia, 
and Perry DeLeon has the strong personal 
backing of Major Hansqn. Dr. Hopkins 
also had that. 

The Georgians up here begin to feel very 
leary of the great influence which the major 
Was supposed to wield, and many of them 
are now wilting to believe that Walter Cor- 
bett will ‘be postmaster at the major’s own 
home, despite the, major’s support of Harry 
Edwards.

Washington, July 2.—Reciprocity and re- 
tallation were the two phases of the tarift 
bill to occupy the attention of the senate 
today to the exclusion of all other sub- 
jects. Both provisions were agreed to, al- 
though the debate on the reciprocity 
clause was protracted to 5 p. m. 

Shortly before adjournment Mr. Allison 
endeavored to secure an agreement ongsthe 
time for a final vote, but Mr. Teller would 
not consent to fixing the time until all 
proposed amendments had been submitted 
to the senate. As Mr. Allison was not pre- 
pared to submit these amendments, he 
withdrew his request and the time for the 
final vote was left open altogether, al- 
though there is still hope that it will be 
reached tomorrow. 

The retaliatory clause provides that 
whenever any country bestows an export 
bounty on any article, then on the impor- 
tation of such article into the (United 
States there shall be levied in addition to 
the duties provided “y the act an addi- 
tional duty equal to the amount of the 
bounty.

Pennsylvania Crew Were Altogether 
Unacquainted with Water. 


QUIT AFTER THE SECOND MILE 


Columbia Slugged Away at the Water 
with Great Perseverance. 


THEY MANAGED TO MAKE A SLOW FINISH 


Courtney’s Oarsmen Finished First, 
and Then Took a Spin Down the 
River for a Mile or Two.

The contest on the Hudson this after- 
noon, which had been heralded as promis- 
ing a close and exciting finish, and which 
each college coach declared would be a 
record-breaking contest, turned out to be 
the merest sort of a procession and an 
apology for a race. 

The lightest crew on the river and the 
we less likely to be able to stand the 
Swells caused by the wind blowing against 
the tide came out of the contest an easy 
winner and only slightly behind the record 
of Yale wast week. 

The heaviest crew in the race today, 
Pennsylvania, found its best after the sec- 
ond mile was reached and after massing 
that point was compelled to retire from 
the contest. 

The next heaviest crew, Columbia, brave- 
ly heralded as a rough water crew, was 
so far from fulfilling the predictions that 
from the same cause it losi many Tengths 
tecring in shore. 

In some respects the contest was pitiful. 
Cornell, the winner of the two previous 
contests, the victors over Yale and Har- 
vard, had been led to believe that Pennsyl- 
vania and Columbia would put up a harder 
fight than her contest in the other races. 

On the contrary,/the Cornell crew rowed 
over the course in the eusiest kind of a 
fashion, 

Columbia struggled on in the rear, losing 
length by length while rowing a much 
quicker stroke than Cornell, Put finally, 
after crossing the line, her crew found 
themselves almost incapable of any fur- 
ther work. 

As if to exhibit her prowess and her 
wonderfully husbanded strength, the Cor- 
nell coxswain turned his boat around and 
rowed up a mile and a quarter above the 
finish to salute defeated Pennsylvania and 
then returned to the boat. 

No Race After the First Mile. 

There was really no race to describe, at 
least not after the second mile. During 
the first.three-quarters of a mile the race 
was rather pretty, Pennsylvania’ took the 
water first with a quick, jerky stroke, Co- 
lumbia following and Cornell hanging in 
the rear, its stroke measuring 32. 

At the quarter-mile Pennsylvania had 
the lead of one-half a length over Colum- 
bia and Columbia one-half a length of 
Cornell. Pennsylvania, however, was 
splashing badly, No. 7, in particular, hitting 
the water every time with his feather. 

At the half mile Pennsylvania was rowing 
a 34 and Coiumbia a 33. while Cornell was 
making a 32 stroke and decreasing the 
lead. 

At the three-quarter mile Pennsylvania 


had three-fourths of a length still over 
Cornell, who still held beyond Columbia 
for about half a length. It was then that 


the*trouble seemed to begin in the Penn- 
sylvania boat. Just prior to the starting 
of the race the steamer Emperor, of the 
Albany and Newburgh line, came down the 
river as the boats were lined up, and al- 
though warned by the referee and the po- 
lice boats, would not stop. .The swell that 
she made was thrown back by the south 
wind and the local referee, Harris H. Rey- 
nolds, started the crews while the swells 
were running, though Coach Wade, of 
Pennsylvania, protested against starting.

The resolution passed by the State Bar 
Association establishes a committee, of 
which George Hillyer, of Atlanta, is 
chairman, authorized in its name to 
propose a measure to the state legisla- 
ture in which the following essential 
improvements will be indicated: 

First, the right of amending criminal 
pleadings. 

Second, that the state be placed ‘on 
the Same plane as the defendant in all 
criminal proceedings. ; 

Third, that the defendant be made 
subject to fhe ordinary rules of-evidence, 
being required to give his testimony un- 
der oath, and to be subject to cross-ex- 
amination. 

Fourth, reform in criminal law proce- 
dure, granting more prompt disposal 
of criminal cases.

€ot rid of or set.aside. We @eplore the 
lynchings that occur so frequently and 
ate growing more and. more frequent 
throughout the land. The reason, or at 
least one great reason, why lynchings oc- 
cur is sause there is a distrust and con- 
seqifentiy growing distrust in the prompt- 
ness and efficiency of the law. You may 
fill your newspapers with proclamations 
and crowd your thoroughfares with sher- 
iff’s officers and militia, but you will never 
stop lynching until the public is given to 
understand that the judge and the jury 
have got both the power and the purpose to 
execute sure and immediate justice. 


A stronger presentation of the need of 
law reform would ‘be hard to find, and 
in the face of it, we regret that Chief 
Justice Simmons should have ranged 
himself with the minority as against 
the necessity of this reform. His posi- 
tion can only mean that either the courts 
or the lawyers have been at fault—the 
courts, because subject to a proeedure 
which handicaps them, or the lawyers, 
because they resort to means which are 
either unprofessional or unpatriotic. 
That it should be due to the lawyers, in 
the light of their action at Warm 
Springs, The Constitution dimisses as 
not worthy of consideration, which 
throws us.back to the first alternative— 
the cumbersomeness ‘of court procedure. 

But now that the lawyers of Georgia 
have taken the forward step, it is to be 
hoped that all ‘will join together, mi- 
nority ‘as well as majority, and work 
for the removal of one of ‘the darkest 
stains upon the escutcheon of the state. 
Let this reform go on until the superior 
court of the state shall have been es- 
tablished in its proper function, What 
the people want is more superior court 
and a great deal less of supreme court. 
Honest juries can be obtained in every 
county in this state. Competegt judges 
should sit upon the superior court bench, 
With these two ideas combined there 
is no reason why every cause’ placed 
upon the docket should have two trials 
—one in the superior and the other in 
the supreme court. The right of ap- 
peal has been abused, as it always will 
be abused when the gate is left wide 
open, ahd there is a standing temptation 
to court delay in that way. 

But now that decided action has been 
taken, we may look for such speedy 
improvement as will remove all cause 
for complaint.

It is rather too early—and entirely 
too hot—to discuss the next guberna- 
torial campaign at this time; but it may 
not be amiss to say that the next gover- 
nor of Georgia will be a man who is in 
fhorough touch with the national demo- 
cratic platform as adopted at Chicago, 
and which, until substituted by another 
declaration of the party iy national con- 
vention assembled, is the watchword and 
expression of democracy. | 

The next governor of Georgia must 
not only be in full sympathy with that 
platform, but he must be prepared to 
meet every attack made upon it, either 
by the open enemies of the party, or by 
the rapidly diminishing brigade of bush- 
whackers—some of whom are yet serv- 
ing the republican devil while wearing 
the democratic livery. ,

The Constitution has felt called upon 
in behalf of the people to urge the nec- 
essity of law reform. The destruction 
of public confidence in the courts of the 
country is one of the worst blows which 
can be struck at the commonwealth. Its, 
necessary result is to lead to self-en- 
forcement of justice against others, and 
lynch law blooms as its most fragrant 

flower. The criminal records. of Geor- 
gia for the last few years are filled with 
stories of the most shocking violations 

of law, in which the criminals have es- 
eaped justice by delays, by technicali- 
ties and by other means which are al- 
lowable under the present conditions. 
That people who have been greatly out- 
raged, who had within their reach the 
undoubted violatere of the law, should 
fave been afraid to surrender him to the 
courts because they knew that meant es- 
cape, and should resort to lynch law, was 
not unnatural. The reading of lectures 
to these people which has been the mis- 
sion of both newspapers, governors and 
judges, was useless, unless substantial 
reform of the law itself stepped in.’ 
‘Hence, The Constitution submitted the 
matter in strong language to the lawyers 
of Georgia, relying upon their patriot- 
ism to give such ap answer as would 
meet the people’s wishes. 

It must not be supposed that the law- 
yers of the state were to blame for tak- 
ing advantage of what the. statutes al- 
lowed them to do, in behalf «of their 
clients. The evil has been one which 
has grown up unconsciously, and it only 
required the springing of an occasion 
upon which the profession would take 
proper grounds. The action taken, if 
earried forward to success, will render 
such crimes as lynching impossible in 
Georgia. When the people learn that 
they can rely on the courts with a cer- 
tainty amounting to conviction itself, 
they will not attempt to anticipate its 
action. The fact that the amendments 
proposed were carried by such a strong 
majority, amounting almost to unanim- 
ity, shows itself how urgent was the 
cause and to what extent the legal pro- 
‘fession has been aroused to action. 

While upon this subject, it may be 
well to state that in the previous meet- 
ings of the Georgia Bar Asscciation, 
the inadequacy of our criminal laws 
has been recognized. In the meeting 
one year ago there was read a report on 
‘this subject from a special committee 
which had been appointed to consider 
it. This committee consisted of Judge 
George Hillyer, ex-Governor Henry D. 
McDaniel and Mr. T. A. Hammond, 
These gentlemen concluded their report 

with these words: 


Throughout the United States preva'!led 
those fancy noiions by which, when a ecrim- 
inal is on trial, the judge is made a mere

The Origin of Trusts. 

According to the report of a recent 
interview in a New York paper, John 
Sherman has announced that he is op- 
posed to trusts and other combinations 
in restraint of trade. Such an an- 
nouncement, coming from John Sher- 
man, may mean that he isin favor 
of them. ‘Those who are familiar with 
his public career know that no confi- 
dence can be placed in any statement he 
may make. ‘This, whiclt was true of 
him in his prime, is doubly true now 
that the shadows of old age and obli- 
vion are gathering over his mind and 
memory. 

Mr. Shernian is the author of the se- 
cret legislation which demonetized sil- 
ver, and which has made trusts in this 
country possible. Hie now says that 
the anti-trust law can be:so amended 
as to destroy the trusts, but this is a 
statement that means nothing. Trusts 
are the natural outcome of the contrac- 
tion of business, trade and profits due 
to the contraction of currency. The the- 
ory that a prohibitive law can be made 
effective is a fallacy on. the face of it, 
for currency contraction drives all bus- 
iness and all capital into concentrated 
channels, and this movement is, in the 
nature of things, irresistible. 

A partial remedy for trusts of a semi- 
public character is to be found, as the 
supreme court intimated, in .a species of 
federal, state,and municipal paternalism; 
but the real and only true remedy is to 
be found in the restoration of bimetal- 
lism, which would result in a gradual 
and healthy expansion in the volume of 
our money, in the gradual rise of prices, 
the increase of business and trade and 
the renewal of industrial activity in all 
parts of the republic. 

An editorial article, in which The 
Constitution recently discussed the na- 
ture of trusts and the remedy for them, 
has gone the rounds of the press with 
such singular marks of approval that we 
are justified in saying that it struck 
the keynote of the situation. In that 
article we showed that the trust evi] ig 
not only of comparatively recent growth, 
but that its origin and development are 
coincident with the success of the se- 
cret movement to demonetize_ silver 
and contract the currency, 


énvironed by too much technicality. The 
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| What trust or combination of capi- 
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tal strong enough to s 
tion was to be found in the country 
twenty-five years ago? What syndicate 
of bankers was powerful enough to in- 
terfere with the natural laws of trade, 
and artificially increase the rates of 
sterling exchange so as to cause the ex- 
port of gold in the face of a large bal- 
ance of trade in favor of this country? 
There was not a trust in existence in 
this country, as trusts are now known, 
and there was no banking syndicate 
powerful enough to disturb our curren- 
cy system. 

Why? Because there was plenty of 
money in circulation, and the supply of 
available capital was ample to meet all 
the demands made upon it. A man with 
a small business could get as much 
money’ proportionately as a firm with 
a large business. Prices were at a tprof- 
itable level for all producers, and profits 
in trade and business were large in pro- 
portion. ' 

According to the present arguments of 
the gold men, everything should have 
been topsy-turvy in business and trade 
twenty-five years ago. Why? Simply 
because we had that hideous nightmare 
of the goldites, an “unsound” currency. 
We had—horror of horrors!—‘“dishon- 
est” and “depreciated” money. Gold, 
though a dollar of that metal would 
buy no more than 48 cents’ worth of 
bullion silver will buy today, was at a 
premium. The greenbacks were ‘‘depre- 
ciated;” ‘our whole currency system 
was precisely in the fix that the gold 
men say it would be if we were now to 
open the mints to the free coinage of 
Silver. According to the arguments and 
assumptions of the gold men, the people 
of the country should have been in a 
most deplorable condition. 

But they were not. They were highly 
prosperous, and the prosperity was gen- 
eral. It was not confined to a few cap- 
italists at the money centers, but per- 
meated all lines of business and all 
channels of trade, and the enterprise 
and energy of individuals had the wid- 
est possible field, of which they were 
not slow to take advantage. And there 
were no trusts. The supply of avail- 
able capital was so ample that business 
men were able to secure all that their 
resources and prospects justified. 

There was no room’ for trusts. During 
the ten years preceding 1872, the cur- 
rency of the country had been greatly 
expanded by the war necessities of the 
government. What the money-lending 
class regarded as a misfortune was in 
reality a blessing for the north. Gold 
had gone into hiding at the first smell 
of gunpowder, as it always.does, and the 
war, as well as all business, was carried 
on by means of a “depreciated,” an “‘un- 
sound” and a “dishonest” dollar—the 
greenback. At the north, business and 
enterprise expanded with the expanding 
currency. And it was not until silver 
was demonetized that paralysis fell on 
trade and business. 

Then began the era of trusts and 
combinations to strangle competition. 
These concerns are not so much the 
outgrowth of -man’s natural greed as 
they are of the inevitable contraction 
of business and profits under the gold 
standard. They are developments of 
the situation. . Individuals, firms and 
enterprises have been driven to the wall 
by the dearness and. scarcity of money, 
by contracting busimess and diminish- 
ing profits. To save themselves, the 
most far-seeing of these business men 
and firms have been driven into ‘“‘pool- 
ing their issues” with other firms and 
individuals, and out of this inevitable 
tendency has sprung the trusts and cap- 
italistic combinations that exist totlay. 
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It is as idle to abuse them as it is to 
propose futile remedies. There is but 
one remedy that will go to the root of. 
the matter, and that is an entire change | 
in our currency system. Whenever this | 
country has an elastic currency based | 


on a system which will not permit a few , 
men to control and congest the money 
of the country subject to their will, we 
will hear less about trusts than we do 
now.

Governor Hastings, of Pennsylvania, 
is developing a reputation for control- 
ing legislation. 

The legislative session of that state 
just. adjourned, was the Yongest in its 
history. When it opened a raid was 
begun on the treasury which appalled 
even the old hands at the business. 
There were demands for increased ap- 
propriations from all departments, which 
seemed to vie with each other in want- 
ing to get their share gut of the public 
treasury. In addition to this, new in- 
terests appeared, and it looked for «a 
while as if the Quaker State would have 
to go into the hands of a receiver. 

It was at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings that Governor Hastings served 
notice upon the legislature, which led 
to a modification of the raid. He in- 
formed the gentlemen that it would be 
of no use for special interests to push 
ahead of each other, and try to get be- 
fore him in detail. He had his idea 
as to the amount which each item should 
call for, and he would promptly veto 
every bill which gave promise of ap- 
propriating more than there was in sight 
from the revenues of the state. This 
ultimatum stirred up the lobby consid- 
erably, but it had its effect, and the 
bills were cut down to something like 
they ought to be, 

It might not be a bad example for 
the governors of other states.to call in 
their legislative appropriation commit- 
tees for a short morning talk, and give 
them the precise limits which would re- 
ceive executive approval, and let them 
have an advance veto upon all appropri- 
ations passing the figure of prudence,

of office of its occupant, there is no cor- 
nection.. Geologist Yeates can perform 
no official act without the conesent of 
those who are his superiors. If the ge- 
ological board has cause of complaint 
against Professor Yeates, that is a per- 
sonal matter, and there Js a proper meth- 
od by which to go abot ft, but in any 
event, the people of Georgi& want the 
department of geology to be maintained, 
and they want the statehouse o@cers to 
do their duty by holding their regular 
and proper meetings and taking charge 
of affairs as is expected of them by the 
people.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPIE 


The State Geological Department. 

Editor Constitution—If the geological 
survey of the etate shall be, to any extent, 
interrupted or finally abandoned, it will 
be a misfortune to our public interests 
amounting to disaster. 

I do not know by what authority or 
under whose direction the recent severe 
criticisms. upon the state geologist have 
appeared in the public prints. From what- 
ever source they have come or by what- 
ever motive they were prompted, they were 
entirely undue and undeserved, and I de- 
sire to enter, at least, my protest agsinst 
such political methods. ; 

Professor Yeates is a thoroughty conipe- 
tent geologist, as is fully attested by let- 
ters of commendation on file in the execu- 
tive office, as well as by the valuable work 
he has done since he has been connected 
with the survey in this state. His admin- 
istrative reports submitted to the general 
assembly will give satisfactory statement 
as to the direction he has given the survey. 
It would have been nothing more than 
fair to him as a state official, and cer- 
tainly far more helpful te the common 
good, if parties bringing charges against 
him had at the same time given the public 
some approximate idea of the large invest- 
ments made in this atate under develop- 
ments made by the department. To say 
nothing of larger amounts’ within my 
knowledge investors from New York and 
the east thave recently planted enough 
money in Georgia to bring to the state in 
taxes within the next few years more 
than the entire survey has cost the state, 
and yet we are just at the beginning of the 
development. 

Whatever may be Dr. Yeates’s attcin- 
ments as a geologist and the splendid suc- 
cess of his work he is unfortunately swith- 
out political influence in the state and he 
is, therefore, not a dangerous official to at- 
tack before the people as having wasted 
the public money and having damaged the 
State in false expositions of our resources. 

The public should understand that Dr. 
Yeates is absolutely controlled in his work 
by the geological board, composed of thé 
governor, the secretary of state, the at- 
torney general, comptroller general, com- 
missioner of edneation, the commissioner 
of agriculture and the state treasurer. 

These gentlemen were not elected to 
Office because of any special qualification 
needed to constitute a geological board, 
nor do-any of them lay claim to any per- 
ticular fitness for the place. They have 
quite enough to do to look after their own 
departments and not the time ¢o devote to 
regular and satisfactory meetings of the 
ooard. In all his movements Dr. Yeates 
is necessarily governed and controlled by 
the action of this board.. If he wants to 
Carry out a particular policy he must await 
the monthly meeting of the board. If the 
board comes together and grants the au- 
thority he goes forward with the work. If 
the members fail to meet or refuse after 
meeting to indorse the policy that is the 
end of it, at least until another meeting of 
the board. 

These statements are enough to show 
that the board, and not Dr. Yeates, must 
be held responsible for any shortcomings 
in the department, except such os may 
arise from incompetency on the part of Dr. 
Yeates. This last is of easy remedy, as 
the board has the authority to dismiss the 
Eeologist for cause. Dr. Yeates, therefore, 
is in ro sense responsible to the people, 
but responsible to the board and the board 
directly responsible ‘to the people. When 
this principle becomes more generally ac- 
cepted, not only for the department of geo- 
logy, but for some other departments of 
State, the people will be saved some money 
and some political sensations. 

I mean no reflection whatever upon the 
board when I say they sNonld be relieved 
from duty in this department and allowed 
to give their time exclusively to the duties 
for which they were elected and for which 
they are fully qualified. 

Give Dr. Yeates the same opportunities 
that are accofded the other state officials 
and let him be responsible directly to the 
people for the results of the Survey, and 
then criticisms that are due will fall, 
properly, upon him. 

If Dr. Yeates has not published proper 
bulletins setting forth his work let the 
board now say why. If more money has 
been expended than the results authorize 
let the board now explain the difference, as 
Dr. Yeates cannot spend one dollar unless 
the board so authorize. If there are more 
horses fed at public expense than the sur- 
vey demands, let the board be held re- 
Sponsible for the undue outlay, as Dr. 
Yeates does not expend one dollar of him- 
self. His accounts are audited regularly 
once @ month by the board and every dol- 
lar unwisely expended is charged by the 
board to his personal account. 

It now appears that the Nashville inci- 
dent, with the Birmingham attachment 
could have been easily and eatiafactorily 
explained by Dr. Yeates if the governor 
had only called him to his presence while 
looking upon the objectionable feature in 
the state’s display. In this way a most 
excellent gentleman wouldhave been saved 
the mortification that has come from an 
undeserved public rebuke and no undue 
sentiment created against the department 
ay oe scare heads of a sensationa! inter- 

It is more than probable that the recent 
incidents reflecting upon the management 
of ‘ne state geologist will create, as doubt- 
less they were intended, a sentiment an:cng 
the people against the continuance of the 
survey for the “penny wise and pound 
foolish’: policy of saving the people's 
money. If so, it is well to have the people 
understand at the same tima who is re- 
sponsible for the results that will fot%ew.

Mysteries of the Persian Gulf. 
From Public Opinion. 

Sir Henry Mance recently, in his inaugu- 
ral addrese as president of the Institution 
of Electrical Engineers, speaking of the de- 
velopment of oceanic telegraphy, said in 
the Persian gulf one occasionally witnessed 
natural phenomena which to the untravel- 
ed might appear incredible.

He had 
at certain seasons of the year observed the 
water in the bay—which was large enough 
to hold all the fleets of the world—present 
exactly the appearance of blood. Not many 
miles from Mussendom he had witnessed 
mysterious fire circles flitting over the 
surface of the sea at a epeed of 100 miles 
an hour—a phenomenon which no one ha@ 
yet been able to explain... While steamin 
along the coast of Beluchistan, he hac 
been called from his cabin at night to ab- 
serve the more common phenomenon of a 
milky sea, the water for miles around be- 
ing singularly white and luminous. In the 
same locality the sea was, for short peri- 
ods, as if putrid, the fish being destroyed 
in myriads, so that to prevent a pestilence 
measures bac to be taken’to bury those 
cast up on the beach. This phenomenon 
was doubtless due to the outbreak of a 
submarine volcano and the liberation of 
sulphuretted hydrogen. In these waters 
jellyfish were as large as footballs, end sea 
snakes of brilliant hue were met with in 
large numbers, On one occasion a swarm 
of sea snakes forced their way up one of 
the creeks in Karachi harbor, apparently 
for the purpose of having a battle royal, 
for the ground between high and low water 
mark was thickly covered with their bodies 
in positions betokening a deadly struggle.

SAYS LIVERMORE. 


BRUNE Tt BANK 


Caustic Answer Is Made in Cour 
by Charles Runnette, 


." 


REVIEWS THE FIDELITY CASE 


Says Livermore Bought His Position as 
Cashier of the Bank, 


AND THEN WASTED ALL THE ASSETS 


Answer Calls Livermore’s Business 
Schemes “Wildcat” and Roasts 
the Ex-Bank President for 
His Conduct as an 
Officer. 


A suit which was filea several days aco 
against Mr. Charles Rugnette by the Unit- 
ed States National bank of New York, has 
provoked a red-hot reply, which was placed 
on record yerterday in the superior court 
by, Attorrey John A. Hunt. who represents 
Mr. Kunnette in the litigation. 

The suit which caused the filing of the 
answer charged that Mr. Runnette was in- 


-debted- to the United States National bank 


of New York in the sum of $2,530, whicn 
was evidenced by two notes, one being in 
the sum of $2,000 and the other amounting 
to $500. The notes were discounted by the 
bank of Calhoun and were placed with the 
New York bank; where it is said the notes 
are now to be found, but unpaid. The an- 
swer of Mr. Runnette, in addition ‘to deny- 
ing the alleged indebtedness, tells an ex- 
ceedingly interesting history connected 
with the Fidelity Banking and Trust Com- 
pany and the manner in which Mr. D. H 
Livermore became interested in the bank, 
and later on how. he became an officer of 
that bank. = 

After setting forth the customary facts 
as to residence, Mr. Runnette denies that 
he is indebted to the United States national 
bank of New York, but admits that he did 
make and deliver to D. H. Livermore two 
notes in March, 1897. He says at that time 
he was the owner of 225 shares of the Fidel- 
ity Banking ané@ Trust Company’s stock, 
which was worth par. He was then cash- 
ier of the Fidelity and said he controlied a 
sufficient amount of stock and a number of 
friends to such an extent as to assure. him 
that he could easily be re-elected to the po- 
sition he had been holding with the band. 

About this time, says the petition, Mr. D. 
H. Livermore, who was also president of the 
Bank of Calhoun, approached him and 
stated that he would like to be elected to 
the positions of cashier and vice president 
of ‘the Fidelity Banking and Trust Com- 
pany. It is elaimed that Mr. Livermore 
made the proposition to Mr. Runnette that 
if the latter would make no efforts to bo 
re-elected and if his stock would voted 
for Mr. Livermore, that Mr. Livermore 
would make the race for the two positions 
he desired and itn the event he was success- 
ful and secured the two positions that he 
woutd buy fifty shares of the stock then 
owned by Mr. Runette. It is claimed that 
the mutual understanding was that the 
capital stock was to be decreased and that 
the bank would do a savings business after 
the Ist day of January, 1897, or as soon as 
the change could be made after Mr. Liver- 
more was elected and installed into office. 
It was also ascertained that the stock 
would be worth about ninety cents on the 
dollar. 

The Proposition Was Accepted. 

Mr. Runnette declares in his petition that 
as he was interested in the proper man- 
agement of the F'delity and thought Mr. 
Livermore would make a good and efficient 
officer, that the proposition was accepted 
and the deal was made, but was made in 
the following manner: 

Mr. Runnette says that he did use his 
influence and stock in favor of Mr. Liver- 
more and that the latter was elected to the 
position of cashier and vice president as 
per the agreement and that the posftions 
paid a salary of $1,800 a year. Mr. Run- 
nette says he then considered that the 
fifty shares of stock was the property of 
Mr. Livermore, according to the terms of 
the contract which was made whereby 
Mr. Livermore was able to secure the posi- 
tions he sought and that the stock has 
been ready to be delivered to Mr. Liver- 
more at any time that the amount agreed 
upon was paid by Mr. Livermore. 

In paragraph nine of the petition, the 
circumstances under which the notes were 
executed, are explained in full and it is 
shown that as Mr. Livermore was presi- 
dent and owner of the Bank of Calhoun, 
he agreed to take $2,500 worth of Mr. Run- 
nette’s notes and have them discounted 
and secure the cash in this manner. Mr. 
Runrette says these notes were discounted 
and that the Bank of Calhoun sent the 
notes to the United States National bank 
of New York, and that Livermore never 
paid them and that the New York bank 
is now suing for the aniount of them. 

It is charged that the notes are not the 
property of the United States National 
bank of New York, but are the property 
of the Bank of Calhoun, who is suing in 
the name of the United “States National 
bank of New York. In regard to the man- 
ner in which the notes were renewed and 
then allowed to go to maturity without 
being arranged for the petition deals with

fraud, claiming that everything was done 
with the knowledge and consent of Mr. 
Livermore. 
Says Livermore Broke the Bank. 

“Defendant further shows,’’ says the pe- 
tition, “that the said D. H. Livermore, 
so soon as he obtained said position as 
cashier of said Fidelity Banking and 
Trust Company, and obtained control of its 
assets used the stock of thhe bank by vot- 
ing himself an officer of same and at 
once began a series of speculations and 
loaned some of the money of the bank to 
Wildcat insurance companies which he was 
himself controlling and other’ wildcat 
schemes which he had on foot, which com- 
panies have all gone into the hands of a 
receiver and some of them are still owing 
the ‘bank in the way of overdrafts and 
thus used the bank’s assets by being in a

The petition consists of a large number 
of closely typewritten pages of legal cap 
and deals at length with the esftuation in 
the Fidelity Banking and Trust Company. 
In paragraph 14 the following is said in 
regard to the financial condition of Mr, 
Livermore. 

“Defendant further shows that at one 
time the said Livermore seemed to be a 
man of wealth and ample means to meet 
his obligations, but recently the schemes 
which he had entered into and which he 
was controlling have one by one fallen to 
the ground and have proved themselves 
to be absolutely insolvent and his visible 
means are fast disappearing and defendant 
does not now know of any assets with 
which defendant could satisfy a judgment 
aguinst the said D. H. Livermore, and 
it would be dangerous for the said D. H. 
Livermore to recover a judgment against 
the defendant in this court and allow him 
to obtain any money from this defendant 
wtien he is so largely indebted to this de- 
fendant in the manner and form above set 
out.’”’ 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON ILL.: - 


HIS TEMPERATURE AT NOON REG- 
ISTERED 102 DEGREES. 
His Illness Was Due to the Exposure 
at Nashville—An Attack of Sun- 
stroke Was Feared. 


Governor Atkinson was quite ill yesterday 
at the executive mansion and he was not 
able to leave his room during the day and 
may not be able to give public matters any 
attention for several days. 

During the day yesterday his temperature 
reached 102 degrees and Dr. Holmes was 
hurriedly called. Yesterday afternoon he 
was resting easier and last night he was 
much better, but he was quite weak and 
it may be a day or two before he can leave 
his room. 

Yesterday morning at 4 o’clock he was 
taken“Vviolently ill and in a few months 
his fever was raging. It was thought, how- 
ever, that the attack would soon pass 
away. While the members of his family 
were at breakfast, the governor went 
across the street and held a consultation 
with Dr. Holmes. A prescription was pre- 
pared and the governor returned to the 
mansion, but was compelled to retire. 

His fever increased as the day became 
hotter and at noon the temperature was 
running up at an alarming rate. During the 
afternoon h'’S temperature almost reached 
normal and the governor stated that he was 
feeling much better, but was weak. 

‘We thought his fever would soon pass 
away,” said Mrs. Atkinson yesterday af- 
ternoon, ‘‘and we were not alarmed until 
the temperature ran so high. Since his re- 
turn from Nashville he has been working 
very hard and was overheated again yes- 
terday.’’ 

Late in the afternoon a few personal 
friends were admitted to see the governor, 
but no business matters were discussed in 
the sickroom, 


FRUIT STANDS MUST GO. 


THEY WILL NOT BE PERMITTED 
ANY LONGER. 


Tax Committee Considers the Question 
and the Policy of the Committee 
Is Decided Upon. 


No fruit stands will be permitted on the 
sidewalks of Atlanta hereafter. This de- 
cision has been made by the council and 
the tax committee of that body will not 
make a favorable report oa petitions of 
fruit men tuo.be allowed to do business on 
the sidewalks. 

The question was considered by the com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon and later 
some discussion it was decided that no 
license for sidewalk fruit stand privileges 
shall be granted. There seems to be a 
slight coniiict in the -tax ordinance on this 
point, but the policy of the committee has 
been decided upon, as stated. 

It seems that it was the intention of 
the committce to insert a provision in the 
tax ordinance that no. sidewalk fruit 


‘stand licenses shall be issued at all and 


that provision was inserted and is in the 
law, but in s»me manner a sentence crept 
in the ordinoence ordaining that no such 
licenses shall be issued unless recommend- 
ed by the tax committee. This was de- 
clared to be a mistake by members of the 
committee afd several petitions tor side- 
walk stand privileges were reported ad- 
versely because the ordinance says no such 
license shall be issued. 

This will abolish all fruit stands which 
occupy a part of the city Sidewalks. 


BRANDY OUTPUT RUNS SHORT. 


Revenue Department Very Much Dis- 
appointed at Showing Made. 

The internal revenue department officials 
are disappointed with the brandy businéss. 

Their reports were to the effect that the 
peach and apple crops were very large, and 
Collector Trammell expeqed that he would 
keep a large force.of men busy through 
the summer attending to the brandy in- 
dustry alone. 

But so far there has been very little 
brandy made. It was expected that by the 
Ist of July a hundred or more applica- 
tions .would be made for license to make 
government brandy, but the government 
officials are surprised to find that very 
few applications have been made. 

Collector Trammell explains the small 
number of brandy stills, by saying that the 
price of peaches is so high that the far- 
mers and peach’ growers had rather sell 
them than make them into brandy. In a 
few weeks, when the regular brandy peach- 
es begin to ripen, the season of brandy 
making will open up in fine style. The col- 
lector expects over two hundred distille- 
ries ‘to be operated through the brandy 
season.

POLICE MATRON — 
MAKES HER REPORT 


Work ofthe Matron at the Police Barracks 
for the Past Month. 


SHE SUBMITS A GOOD REPORT 


A Visit to Her Apartments and a Talk 
About Her Work. 


SHE IS BOING MUCH 600D WORK, INDEED 


How She Conducts Her Labor of Love. 
The Chief of Police Praises Her 
Efforts. 


As you enter the dainty little room oc- 
cupied by the matron at the police bar- 
racks the first thing which strikes your 
eye is a card fastened to the wall with 
these words upon it: 

“Thine Eyes Shall See the King in His 
Beauty.”’ 

And when you have learned €he noble 
work this woman is doing for fallen and 
erring humanity you will wonder— 

“If those eyes, beaming so kindly from 
behind the gold-rimmed glasses, do not 
see the beauty of the King, whose shall?’ 

What a work to lay.down one’s, life -for! 
A self-made prisoner, locked behind) tron 
bars day and night, the police matron, Miss 
Sue Holloway, is looking after the young 
girls whose feet have slipped from the 
paths of the good; is taking care of little 
children who are without home and friends, 
and helping the corrowing and suffering. 

A little more than a month ago the board 


of police commissioners decided to‘appoint | 


a police matron as an “experiment.”” As 
far back as 1891 efforts were made by 
ladies in Atlanta to have such a person 
located at the barracks, but the matter 
did not ré¢eive the favorable considera- 
tion of the board until recently. 


Her First Month’s Work. 


After a trial of a month, Miss Holloway 
has shown that, there is a great work for 
her to do, and has performed it with a 
gentleness and a patience which have 
proven that success will crown her efforts 
in this labor of love. 

Yesterday she submitted a report to Chief 
Connolly, giving an outline of her work 
since she was appointed. 

She became matron at the barracks on 
May 15th last, and up to June 30th she has 
looked after forty-six cases, running in 
ages from four months to twenty-eight 
years. Of these thirteen were children, 
seven boys and six girls. 

Fifteen young girls were placed tempor- 
arily in her care, who had strayed from the 
path of rectitude. Three or four mothers 
who were homeless and friendless were 
taken care of, and the children provided 
with homes, 


The Matron’s Apartments. 


Yesterday afternoon a reporter of The 
Constitution visited her apartments _and 
talked with her about the work she\was 
doing. The room is on the second fipor cf 
the prison proper, and is one of the apart- 
ments tormerly designed for female priso- 
ners of good appearance. It is neatly fur- 
nished with a white bed, a dresser, wash- 
stand, table and chairs. A fresh matting 
covers the tloor. There are few adornments 
to be seen, and in place of pictures she 
has upon the walls motto cards exemplify- 
ing the work she has in hand. 


Talks of Her Work. 


“I have found that there is a great work 
here for me to do,”’ she said to the reporter. 
“And the work will become greater and 
greater as those needing my help learn 
that 1 am here. My report to Chief Con- 
nolly will show exactly what I have done. 
Il have ascertained one thing in this work 
of reclaiming -unfortunate young girls and 
it is this: They get the notion in their 
heads that the world has discarded them 
and they have no friends. ‘Nobody cares 
for me,’ is the burden of their song. So 
Il always try to show them first of all 
that there are sOme people in the world 
who care for their spiritual welfare and 
who are willing to help them make a liv- 
ing. Charity, you know, is a poor thing 
when it begins and ends with good advice. 
These poor giris have a living to make, 
and they need temporal assistance as well 
as spiricual admonition. I try to be kind 
to them. The other day I was talking to 
a girl brought here to me, and I could say 
nothing that moved her. She listened, but 
I could see that her heart was untouched. 
Finally, seeing that she was tired and not 
well. I got up and made her a cup of tea. 
Then she broke down and wept. A simple 
act of motherl: kindness had done more 
than al! the appeals I could make. I need 
an assistant, however, to follow up these 
cases after they leave my hands. I am 
kept here nearly all the time, and there 
ought to be sorre one to Keep up with the 
girls after they go’away from me. There 
is another thing which I especially’ wish 
to say to the newspapers. Many of these 
girls. fear to come to. me because they 
think their names will get into public print. 
I do hope that hereafter when mention is 
made of such cases the papers will refrain 
from giving names. The papers can aid 
us in this work or they can retard us. 
In my report to Chief Connolly I did not 
give any names.’’ 


Give Work, Says the Chief. 


Chief Connolly stated to the reporter that 
he was convinced Miss Holloway was do- 
ing a good and much needed work. . 

“I believe,’’ said the chief, “that the ap- 
pointment of a police matron has proven 
a successful experiment. Her report shows 
how much there has been for her to do. I 
haye watched her and she is specially 
adapted for the -work. She does not try 
to weform with harsh measures or dbuse, 
but her methods are those of gentleness 
and kindness. There are two ways to con- 
damn wrong, one is to denounce the erring 
and the other to lead them back with kind- 
ness. iMiss Holloway adopts the latter 
method., Her report will be incorporated 
in my monthly report to the police commis- 
sioners.’’ 

Miss Holloway was born in Troup county, 
Georgia. She ts a daughtef of the late Dr. 
Z.- Holloway. A portion of her life has 
been spent tn Americus and Sparta. She 
care to anta about tweniy-five years 
ago. For sixteen years she has heen en- 
gaged in the work of looking after. the 
erring and destitute and she made the first 
move to nrovide the city with a police mat- 
ron in 1891. 


Locked Out from the World. 


When in her little room, she is locked out 
from the world like one of the prisoners, 
there being nro entranc® except through the 
prison corridors Downstairs in the sta- 
tion sergeant’s office there is an electric 
heli connected with her apartment which 
she rings when she needs any attention. 

There is never a day passes but what 
some unfortunate [s taken tc the police 
matron, who lures them with kindness, 
gentleness and love to a better life.

TO FORECLOSE ON HALE’S HOmés. 


Motion to That Effect Made, bu? Dis- 
missed in United States Court. 
The bill of the British American Mort- 
gage Company Limited, vs. Mrs. Lillie W. 
Hale, to foreclose a mortgage, was yester- 
day dismissed from the United States|court 

by Judge Newman. 
The bill asked for a decree of foreclosure 
on the residence of W. C. Hale, at 308 
‘ Peachtree street. It alleged that Mrs, Hale 
had given the company a mortgage oan the 
property to secure a loan of $12,500, and that 
the money loan had never been repaid. 
Some kind of settlement has been reach- 
ed between the parties and the bill was 
dismissed at the instance of the complain- 
ants. It is of interest to know how the 
case has been settled, but the proceedings 
have been carried on very quietiy and no 
one knows how the matter was arranged.

MR. BLALOCK HAD HIS SAY 


Then Pope Brown Got the Professor 
and Asked a Few Questions.

Agricultural Colleges and Pope

It appears that the agricultural depart- 
ment of the state university is between 
two fires, 

Upon the one side Hon. J. Pope Brown 
and his joint committee of investigation 
are preparing to swoop, and upon the 
other side the Blalock committee is lying 
in wait. 

The head of the agricultural college was 
in Atlanta yesterday in the shape of Dr. 
J. B. Hunnicutt. Mr. Brown was here 
and Mr. Blalock also. Between the two 
Dr. Hunnicutt had a time, the temperature 
of which was above that of the weather. 
While Mr. Blalock and his committee 
had hold of one coattail, Mr. Brown had 
snatched the other, and while one com- 
mittee was firing questions, the other was 
putting in pointed interrogotions. It 
was a race for information, but Mr. Brown 
had the advantage, because he had aiready 
arranged a trip with the agricultural pro- 
fessor, and tnerefore the associates of 
Mr. Blalock had to put in good work. 

Mr. Blalock explained that it was not 
an official discussion, but there were nu- 
merous, questions pumped into the profes- 
sor, and he answered them ag fast as they 
came. 

Mr. Brown explains that he wishes to 
know the direction given the federal ap- 
propriations coming to the university. 

“1 am a friend of the university,’ he 
said yesterday. ‘I have the interests of 
that institution at heart, but I believe that 
something in a practical way should be 
done in the department of agriculture. 
I am going with Professor Hunnicutt to 
the state college of MiSsissippi, where the 
scientific and practical methods of farm- 
ing are taught. We shall investigate this 
scnool, and if there is anything to be learn- 
ed, we will take notes. I believe that the 
university should put practical methods 
in their course, and that farmers of a 
practical kind should be turned out.” 

Mr. Brown aad Professor Hunnicutt left 
last night for Mississippi. They will re- 
main there during the rest of the week, 
where they will inspect the state college. 

In addition to the informal examination 
of Professor Hunnicutt, the Blalock com- 
mittee during the morning continued upon 
the investigation of the department of ag- 
riculture at the state capitol. The books 
of Commissioner Nesbitt were checked 
over and the examination of his accounts 
still continued. It will take the commit- 
tee two or three days longer to finish 
with Commissioner Nesbitt.

Finance Committee Will Keep Hands Off 
the Opening Plan. 


THE STREET IS TOO NARROW 


Committee Objected on That Ground 
and Proposition Was Declined. 


WOEK WILL COST SOMETHING LIKE $20, 000 


Captain T. B. Neal and Mr. E. P. Black 
Are Moving in the Matter and 
They Make Proposition. 


The city of Atlanta will not accept the 
proposition of certain citizens to open and 
extend South Broad street from its end at 
Mitchell street to Trinity avenue. 

The finance committee and Mayor Col- 
lier discussed the proposition at a meeting 
yesterday afternoon and it was agreed that 
the city cannot take hold of the quesiion 
at this time. 

The proposition was sent to Mayor Col- 
lier by Captain T. B. Neal, president of 
the Neal Loan and Banking Company, and 
Mr. E. P. Black, both of whom agreed to 
do certain things if the city would partici- 
pate in the opening of the street. 

The two gentlemen asked the city to 
expend as much as $13,000 in buying a strip 
of land thirty feet wide and one block long, 
to be used as a street. Six feet on either 
side to be used as sidewalks, leaving the 
actual street width eighteen feet. The pro- 
position also included a provision that the 
city is to pave the street, put down suitable 
sidewalks, lay water maing and construct 
a sewer the length of the street. The total 
estimated cost of making the improve- 
ment is about 920,000. 

Mayor Collier submitted the question to 
the committee, Mr. E. C. Peters, chairman; 
Mr. Maddox, Mr. Dimmock, Mr. Hirsch, 
Mr. ice, Mr. Dorsey and Mr. Culberson. 
The question was freely discussed. Ob- 
jection was made to the proposition be- 
cause of the unusual narrowness of the 
proposed street. It was agreed that thirty 
feet is too little for a street in the|\center 
of the city and it was principally on that 
ground that it was decided to take no ac- 
tion on the proposition. The further rea- 
son which actuated the committee“is the 
fact that the city has no funds which could 
be appropriated for the purpose at this 
time.

AGRICULTURAL HALL 


Simonten Renders His Decision in a 
Carolina Case, 


HAS BEEN PENDING LONG TIME 


Judge Declares the State Has No Right 
To Hold the Property. 


Title of the Complainant to the Place 
Better Than Any Other 
Claim, 


Charleston, S. C., July B—(Special?)—In 
the United States circuit court today Judge 
Simpniton handed down his decision in the 
celebrated agricultural hall case in which 
he refuses to stay the execution whereby 
edward, B. Wesley, the rightful owner will 
be prevented from taking possession of the 
property. 

Judge Simonton’s original deciston in this 
case was confirmed by both ‘the court of ap- 
peals and the supreme court of the United 
States. When the mandate was sent here 
and instructiobn given the United States 
marshal to deliver the hall to Wesley, the 
State had ‘the proceedings temporarily stop- 
ped, but now possession will be given Wes- 
ley. The state dispensary mill has head- 
quarters in the agricultural! hall. 

The state wanted the case opened again 


and have Liquor Commissioner’ Vance 
brought in as a party defendant. The court 


says fhat Vance, the petitioner, does not 
show by what authority he occupied the 
building, whether by an act of the legisla- 
ture or any other authority, and the court 
holds that he was simply a tenant and 
there is no reason why ‘the prayer of his 
petition should be granted. 

‘Wesley versus Tindal,” says the court, 
“may not be the res adjudicate as to this 
petition. But ft is of the highest authority 
for this court, upon the position that the 
title of Wesley is good as against any one 
who assumes the right to the possession of 
this property solely because he is a staté 
officer. There is abroad a misapprehension 
on this point. It seems to be supposed that 
one has only to say that he is acting for, 
or by the authority of the state, and at 
once secure for himself the rights and im- 
munities of 'the state.” 

The case is reviewed at length and the 
opinion concludes as follows. 

“The petitioner is neither a purchaser nor 
an encumbrancer, Nor has he averred or 
shown that the party for whom he is ten. 
ant is either such purchaser or encum- 


brancer. The prayer of the petftioner is de- 
hied and his petition dismissed,”

Rainfall’s Steady Decreae for Twenty | 


Years Back. 


A GRADUAL FALLING OFF 


Weather Man Marbury Says Science 
Has No Explanation. 


NOW TWO YEARS BEHIND ON RAINFALL 


1897 Threatens To Break All Previous 
Records for Deficiency—Some 
Figures. 


The world is slowly drying up. This is 
a startling fact, but is supported by statis- 
tics of the United States weather bureau. 
If the record continues unbroken in less 
than 100 yeans this will be an arid desert. 

For the last forty years there has beén 
a gradual decrease in the rainfall. Up to 
ten years ago this was hardly noticeable, 
but for the past eight years the deficiency 
of rain has been so great as to be alarm- 
ing. The number of/inches of rainfall last 
year was but a small per cent over half 
what it was ten years ego. 

The; rapid decrease itn rainfall 
1888. That year the precipitation was sb- 
normally large, cegistering 64.98 inches. The 
next year it was more than ten inches less, 
and has rapidly dé@creased until last year 
the total rainfall was but 84.12 inches. 

The normal rainfall is 51.99 inches, cr a 
fraction less than fifty-two inches every 
year. Kstimating that 51.99 inches is the 
normal annual precipitation the world is 


began in 


now vver two years behind in her rainfall,. 


assuming that last year !s the new average 
of yearly rainfall. 

During the past eight years only 254.58 
ifiches of water fell. The normal rainfall 
should have been 415.92, or 61.34 inches de- 
‘ficieney during the eignt years. Added to 
this startling déficlenmecy is the deficiency 
accumulated during the six months of the 
present year just closed. This deficiency 
on June Mth amvuunted to 7.44°inches, which 
edded to the deficiency of the eight preced- 
ing yeafs amounts to 68.78 Inches of water 
yet due the earth by old Jupiter Pluvius. 
This deficiency amounts to more than twice 
the total rainfall of tne past year, which 
was but 34.12. 

If the rainfall continues to decrease as 
fast for the mext twenty years as it has 
during the past eignt years by the end of 
that period the ald world will be as dry as 
a hot brick. { 

No Known Reason Advanced. 

This is a horrible picture to contemplate, 
but the.-figumes‘of the men employed by 
the government ‘to keep a daily record of 
every trace of water that falls from the 
heavens show that the rainfall !s decreas- 

ng and that if a change in the tide does 
not come soon this section of the world 
will be a dry, rainless piece of dirt. 

A close investigation has revealed tre 
fact that there is no Known scientific rea- 
son for the abnormal condition. 

It is simply an unparatieied treak of na- 
ture which the wisest of mortals has been 
unable to explain. The record of rainfall 
for the past forty years shows 'tmac at no 
time has there been anything to equal the 
drying process ot the world. l’‘armers 
have complained of the excessive droughts, 
but they have never thought that the iain 
didn’t fall at some season of the year. It 
has always been thought that the mun fell 
at some season,:-and not until now ‘as the 
shocking fact come to lignt that the world 
was drying up. 

This year promises: to eclipse any -year 
in the recorded history of the wgrid. Up 
to jhe present time the rainfall has been 
far below the average and the rainy months 
of January and March are pasi. If the 
rainfall for the remainder of the year is 
no more than it has been during the corre- 
sponding months of the past few years, 
then 1897 will break the record for dry 
weather. Last year broke all previous 
records, but this year has ‘started in to 
emash even that of 15%. he month of 
May was the dryest month of May ever 
recorded in this section, and during the 
month of June just closed the rainfall was 
less than half the normal. With a de- 
ficiency of nearly eight inches staring the 
people in the face they can hardly hope 
for the raiafall to recover its normal before 
the close of the present year. 

Eaw Long Before the World Dries Up? 

The aituation is certainly one of interest 
despite the awful prospect presented. It 
is an attractive but not a pleasing study 
to sit down and figure how long it will 
be before the inhabitants of this sphere 
will be left without any thing to drink, 
and the earth will be but a piece of parched 
geology. It is a ghastly thought to think 
that inside of fifty years the people may 
be- murdering each other for a last drop 
of water. For years it has been noticed 
that the rivers have been drying up. Wa- 
ter courses that once were navigable are 
now mere sandy bottomed and barred 
Streams. When a rain falls jhe waters 
overfiow the banks of the river, but in a 
few days it is again the little straggling 
creek. This is in part explained by the 
cutting down of the forests, but the same 
explanation does not fit the case 2f de- 
ficient rainfall. The large forests did hold 
the fallen rain and help ft from rushing 
into the streams, and by that means pre- 
vented the sovus that today menace the 
country, but those forests did not conduce 
to a heavy rainfall. 

Mr. J. B. Maroury. the local forecast of- 
ficial of the United States weather bureau, 
was asked yesterday to explain the abnor- 
mal] deficiency in the rainfall. He said that 
there was no reason for it that could be 
explained scientifically. He could not ex- 
Plain the wnusua!l and rapid decrease dur- 
ing the past few years except that it 
might be an era of drought that may‘have 
occurred before in the history of the world. 
He had never heard of a period of unusual 
drought extending over’ so many years 
and could not exnlain the gradual but 
certain decrease during’ the last forty 
years. :

The record presented below would prove 
that such will be the case.

Mr. F. Pittman, who has been the build- 
ing inspector since the creation of the office 
two years ago, has completed a report of 
the work done since he assumed office.

cficer. He rot only understands his busi- 
ness thoroughly, but he scems to be in 
Icve with the work and has therefore made 
a success of the department. 

The offic® was created on the first of July, 
189%, and the following figures taken from 
Mr. Pittman’s books show better than any 
thing else the growth of Atlanta and the 
importance cf the onfice of building in- 
Spector. 

Fcr every building erected there must be 
cbtained from the inspectcr’s office a build- 
ing permit showing the kind of building 
and the cost of same and these figures for 
the two years form an interesting study 
and show the increase in the number of 
structures going up and the money expend- 
é¢d for the same. First, to begin with, the 
creation of the office and show the number 
of buildings and their cost since July, 1893.

The first half of this year shows a won- 
derful increase over the first half of 1596. 
In the first half of last year there were 
erected 407 buildings at a total cost of $717.- 
408, while in the first-six months of this 


year there have been erected ‘84 bulldings 
ata cost of $912,766. 
seven buildings and an increase in expendi- 
ture of $195,358. In the entire year of 1896 
there was spent for buildings in Atlanta 
$1,404,486, and already with just half of 
1897 gone $912,766 have béén expended. 

Mr. Pittman predicted that this ycvr 
would see an increase over last year of a 
million and three-quarter dollars in| new 
buildings and from the new buildings in 
prospect it will be surprising if it does not 
double. 


Dwellings Erected. 


Nothing shows the increase of a city as 
much as the homes that are built./, Hvery 
home that is built, be it ever so/humble, 
speaks better than anything else for a 
city’s prosperity. When homes are going 
up in a eity it shows either that the citi- 
zens are prospering or that there are| new 
people moving in. From the vast number 
that are erected in Atlanta one must infer 
that both are of our city. 

Mr. Pittman’s books show that the hum- 
ber of dwelling houses built in Atlanta for 
the past two years is almost on an average 
of one a day, at an average cost of some- 
thing over $1,300: A comparison of the 
two years that the office of building in- 
spector has_been in operation also shows 
an increase in the number of dwellings 
built and in the price paid for them In 
the past two years there has been built in 
Atlanta $836.885 worth of homes. From 
July, 1895, to July, 1896, 272 homes were erect- 
ed at a cost of $402,232, and from July, 1896. 
to July, 1897, 253 were built at a cost of 
$434.653. In. the fiscal year of 18¢ 3 
residences were built at a cost of $472,491. 
The year of 1897 will see a large increase 
over last year in the building of homes. 


Inspecting Buildings. 


Another important part of the work done 
by the building inspector is the inspecting 
of old buildfmgs and the inspecting of flues 
and chimneys in dwellings. A glance at 
what was done in this line during the! past 
month will give some idea of the work and 
of its vast importance to the city. During 
the month just passed 450 visits of inspec- 
tion were made. Out of that number seven 
business buildings were entirely or in | part 
condemned and fixed over. The number 
of condemned flues amounted to 160. Thir- 
ty-six chimneys were found to be defectfve 
and forty hearths were also condemned. 
In other words, just 230 probable causes 
of fire were dore away with. The vast 
per cent of fires come from those three 
things—defective flues, chimneys and 
hearths. These things are being rectified 
and the good results are bound to come 
later in the decreased number of fires. 

In the new buildings that go up these 
things are watched and there are certain 
ways all of these things must be built, and 
if Mr. Pittman catches a contractor doing 
otherwise he orders the work done over, 
and it has to be done. 

The facts shown through the work Mr. 
Pittman is doing in his office not only 
proves him to be a valuable man to the 
city, but they show what is always grati- 
fving to everyhody in the city and that is 
that the metropolis of the south is enjoy- 
ing a healthy and steady growth.

Professor Yeates Was Afraid the Nug- 
gets Might Be Stolen.

He Has Prepared an Interesting Paper 
on the Georgia Gold Field To 
Read Before Convention. 


Messrs. S. W. McCallie, assistant state 
geologist, and F. C. Baird left last night 
by the Western and Atlantic for Denver. 
They go to attend the international gold 
mining convention which meets in Denver 
July 7th. 

Owing to the refusal of Professor Yeates, 
the state geologist, to allow the state’s 
gold exhibit which is at Nashville, to be 
taken to Denver, only a few rich specimens 
from Georgia will be seen there. Two meet- 
irgs of gentlemen interested in gold mining 
in Georgia were held in Atlanta and a com- 


Tennessee Centennial to Denver. It was 
the unanimous belief of the people who 
are interested in mining in this state that 
it would be of vastly more profit to the 
State to make a striking exhibit at Denver, 
where the leading miners and: capitalists 
of this country and many from Europe 
will be assembled, than to keep them at 
Nashville. 

Professor Yeates sent down about twenty 
specimens from the exhibit, but he said that 
he was afraid the rich specimens might get 
lost or stolen and would not lett hem go 
west. Governor Atkinson, chairman of the 
gevlogical survey, was approached in re- 
gard to the matter, but he stated that it 
was in the discretion of the state geologist. 
The newspapers of the gold beanmag coun- 
ties have been urging on behaif of their 
people that the state should make a fine 
display at Denver and have said that the 
property owners would be greatly disap- 
pointed. The papers of Lumpkin, Hail, 
Cherokee, Carroll and other counties have 
been deeply interested in the matter. 

Some fine specimens from private collec- 
tions and from the Greighton, Burtz, Find- 
ley and other mines were taken out by Mr. 
McCallie. He will read a paper on July 
8th before the convention on “Lhe Gold De- 
posits of Georgia.’’ Mr. McCallie has had 
500 copies printed at his own expense and 
he will place these in the hands of miners 
ard mining investors. The paper contains 
a good map of the Georgia gold field, show- 
ing the different belts Stretching across the 
upper part of the state, beginning with 
Dahlonega lead which runs in a southwest- 
erly direction, to the Alabama line, leav- 
ing the state abcut Tallapoosa. To the east 


of this belt is th@ Hall county lead which 
extends down into Fulton county disap- 
Oe ie eee Atlanta, 

he Villa ica belt extends through 
Paulding and Carroll counties to the State 
line and on over into Alabama. 

There is still another belt in Me Duffie 
and Columbia counties. Gold is also 
shown as occurring. in a number of coun- 
ties which are not on any of these beits 
as in Fannin, Wilkes, Newton, Meriwether 
and as low down ae Butts.

Chief Yeal Tells About the Work of His 
Sanitary Inspectors. 


GOODWIN AND COMER DROPPED 


| Chief Refused To Report in Open Ses- 


sion and Executive One Is Held. 


CHIEF VEAL-RE-ELECTED FOR TWO YEARS 


He Was Unanimously Chosen by the 
Board of Health to Succeed Him- 
self as Chief Inspector. 


As frequently forecasted in The Constitu- 
tion, Thomas E. Veal, chief inspector of 
the Atlanta sanitary department, was re- 
elected to that office by the board of 
health yesterday afternoon. His election 
was unanimous and without opposition. 

The new term of the inspector begins at 
once and it is for two years. His salary 
has been fixed at $1,000 per annum. 

After the election of Chief Veal the board 
went into executive session, at the request 
of the chief inspector, and the latter made 
a report on the work of the several in- 
spectors, resulting in the dismissal of two 
men, Inspectors Goodwin and Comer. Just 
what was said by the chief inspector which 
resulted in the discharge of the men is not 
known, Chief Veal declining to make his 
report until reporters be retired from the 


room. 

When the question came up by the adop- 
tion of a motion: by the board that the 
chief inspector make a report of the work 
of the inspectors under him, Chief Veal 
said he would prefer to make his report in 
executive session. A representative of The 
Constitution present was politely asked to 
retire by Der. Hunter Cooper and tnen the 
inspector proceeded to make his secret re- 
port. Last night it was announced that 
Inspectors Goodwin and Comer had been 
let out. They were not present at the 
meeting and their side of tne trouble could 
not be ascertained. 

Inspector Goodwin is succeeded by E. R. 
Lowe. 

Inspector Comer is succeeded by ex-Po- 
liceman McWilliams. 

All members of the board, except Judge 
R. T. Dorsey, were present. Dr. Alexan- 
der, the president, presided, and Secretary 
McRae kept the minutes. Dr. Cooper, Dr. 
Avery and Mayor Collier and Captain Mil- 
ler answered to-roll call on the election of 
CGhief Veal. The latter was nominated by 
Dr. UWicRae. Dr. Avery seconded the 
nomination. When the vote was about to 
be taken Dr. McRae said he remembered 
that one application was on file for the 
place—that of Noble A. Williams—the same 
being filed during the Veal investigation 
several months ago. He said the applicant 
had not called on him recently and that 
he did not know if he was still a candi- 
date. 

Dr. Cooper said in order to give Mr. 
Williams a chance he would nominate him, 
but. of course, did not expect to vote for 
him. It was clearly evident that the 
board did not intend to vote for anybody 
except Veal and the latter was duly elect- 
ed, having been requested to retire from 
the room on motion of a member of the 
board. ; 

Secretary Monteith was sent for the chief 
and President Alexander said: | ' 

“Mr. Veal, you have been elected chief 
inspector for a term of two years with 
the distinct understanding that you are to 
perform the duties faithfully, carefully and 
conscientiously.”’ 

The new chief said he was obliged to the 
board.

THE DEALINGS MUCH SMALLER 


St. Paul Was Leader of the Market. 
Closed Irregular, but General- 
ly Firm. 
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New York, July 2.—A veritable midsum- 
mer dullness settled upon the market for 
Securities today and a further step. was 
taken toward the stagnant condition. to 
which the market has se¢med to be com- 
ing for two days past. There was no fea- 
ture of significance or importance during 
the day unless the hypochodriac’s view 
be adopted that the absence of all symp- 
toms must itself be a symptom. Dealings 
were vety much amaller than yesterday 
or for many, days past, variations were 
small and yunimportant and no animation 
was manifest at any point in the market. 
The prospect of only half a day of trading 
tomorrow followed by a double hehday 
uoubthess had tts effect in curtailing opera- 
tions and discouraging ventures upon new 
operations. But this was not alone suffi- 
cient to account foe the market’s con- 
spicuous loss of tone and apathetic condi- 
tion. The heavy liquidation of Monday 
and Tuesday was undoubtedly an indica- 
tion of a widespread conviction that the 
upward movement had reached the limits 
of safety for the present and today’s mrar- 
ket showed even a more marked disposi- 
tion fhan yesterday’s to walt for an ad- 
justment to the new conditions. The wait- 
ing and the semi-stagnation were rccom- 
panted by quite a marked firmness of tone 
in nearly all the leading stocks. Sr. Paul 
continued the leader. of the market in 
point of activity and was firm and strong, 
comparatively, in spite of selling of the 
stock for London account. ‘This stock has 
been gaining on Burlington all ithe week 
and today overtook and crossed ‘t. clesihg 
above it. with a small net gain, while Burl- 
ington suffered a small toss.

‘TDo-ra-me-fa-sol-1a-se-do” will continue 
to be taught in the public schools of At- 
lanta. The school children cannot escape 
this exercise, should they so desire, and 
under the direction of the music instructor 
the pupils must rehearse the familiar les- 
sons for another term. 

The finance committee of the council has 
changed front on this question. The mem- 
bers of that committee have been told of 
the great advantages of ‘‘do-ra-me-,"’. etc., 
in the schools and the committee has work- 
ed itself up to a pitcl® of enthusiasm 
where it agrees to stand by the board of 
education in spending about $1,200 per an- 
num in paying a music instructor in the 
schools. 

Some months ago the finance commit- 
tee decided to cut off the official head of 
Professor Davis, the instructor. No ap- 
propriation was made for paying the in- 
structor next session, and but for the in- 
tervention of the board of education and 
the teachers, his services would have been 
dispensed with. Alderman Rice said the 
city had no money to spend for do-ra in- 
struction, and Mr. Peters was of the same 
opinion. Others agreed with them, but 
Judge Howard Van Epps, president of the 
board of education, argued them out of 
their belief yesterday afternoon. 

Judge Van Epps knows all about this sub- 
ject of fa-sol-la, and he made an earnest 
and convincing talk for the retention of 
the instructor, He told the committee of 
the great benefit to the children attained 
by the singing exercises and he said it 
was a good thing in many ways. - Before 
the conclusion of his speech, Judge Van 
Epps was interrupted by Mr. Rice, who 
said he would withdraw his objection to 
the employment of a musical instructor and 
vote to retain one in the schools, being 
satisfied that what Judge Van Epps said 
was correct. Mr. Peters said the judge 
could argue them into anything, and it 
was then settled.

Retained by the City. 


JUMBO HUNTER SUCCEEDS HIM 


The Tax Committee, Finance Commit- 
tee and Mayor Collier Agree To 
Keep Mr. Saxe in Service.

The services of Mr. George Saxe, license 
inspector, who has filled that office sev- 
eral years, will be retained by the city. 
Although it has been the announced in- 
tention of Mayor Collier to appoint Jumbo 
Hunter to that office at. Monday’s meet- 
ing of the council, an arrangement has 
been made whereby Mr. Saxe will continue 
in the employ of the city. 

Mr. Hunter wili be appointed inspector 
and he will hold the title of license Imspec- 
tor now held by Mr. Saxe. Mr. Saxe will 
be employed to look after the duties of 
the city warden, furnish relief to the poor, 
supply burial permits for paupers and do 
other such work, and he will also assist 
the tax committee of the council, working 
under the supervision of that committee. 

This agreement was reached between the 
tax and finance committees and Mayer Col- 
Her at meetings ef the committees yes- 
terday afternoon. The tax committee, 
consisting of Mr. Dimmock, chairman, 
Alderman Rice, Alderman Hirsch, Alder- 
man Woodward and Councilman Peters, 
took the initiative in the matter. The com- 
mittee voted unanimously to retain Mr. 
Saxe, every member testifying to his ef- 
ficiency and ability to peritorm the duties 
and expressing the belief that his faithful 
services to the city made it advisable to 
retain him. Mayor Collier was advised of 
the wish of the committee and he assented 
to the agreement. 

Later the finance committee held a meet- 
ing and also agreed to approve the retert- 
tion of Mr. Saxe. His salary was fixed at 
$900 per annum, or $75 per month. 

Mr. Saxe’s term of office as license in- 
spector expires Monday and in accordance 
with an announcement made by Mr. Collier 
upon assuming his duties as mayor, he 
will nominate Jumbo Hunter for the place. 
The nomination will be approved by coun- 
cil and Mr. Hunter will look after the 
city’s interests in license matters.

One of the allegations that 
will be made is that Judge Beck is dis- 
qualified from hearing the case. It is 
claimed that he was a close personal friend 
of Sheriff Guinn, the officer for whose 
marder Taylor Deik has been convicted and 
Tom Delk was hanged. The defense will 
Show that Judge Beck was the presiding 
otficer of the same court for whicn Sheriff 
Guinn was an officer and that the closest 
relation existed between the two officials. 
It is claimed that on the night of the mur- 
der Judge Beck accompanied Mrs. Guinn 
to the scene of the murder and saw the 
sufferings of th® dying~man and heard the 
cries of the crowd for blood and vengeance. 
It is claimed that under these cireumstan- 
ces the mind of Judge Beck has become 
prejudiced and, that it will be proper that 
a change of venue b® allowed for this rea- 
son. 

When Taylor Delk was making his 
Statement on the witness stand in his last 
trial, it is claimed that Judge Beck inter- 
rupted him and did not allow him to pre- 
ceed and tell the facts which were most 
material to the case and was of vital im- 
portance to him. These interruptions, it 
will be argued, prejudiced the mind-of the 
jury and also handicapped Delk in showing 
to the jury the circumstances under which 
the murder-must have occurred. Whether 
or not these facts can be sustained cannot 
be forecasted as yet, but it is known<that 
the argument will be very heated. 

Telephone Message Is Recalled.

Mr. Charles J. Haden and Mr. J. L. Travis 
have accumulated a vast amount ‘tof evi- 
dence that is regarded as favorable to 
Delk, and if the new érial is granted, it is 
said that a large amount of new evidence 
will be introduced which will show that 
Delk was not at the house on the night of 
the murder of Sheriff Guinn. 

“We have no comment to make about 
the matter,.”’ said Attorney Haden, yes- 
terday, “further than that the argument 
was postponed today at our request. Mr. 
Travis has been working night and day 
on the brief and it was impossible to get 
all the evidence we desired in time to have 
argued the case today. The case will be 
argued next Friday, and we are sure of 
getting a new trial, either at that time 
or in the supreme court.”

The first arrests made by Marshal John- 
son’s deputies were made yesterday. The 
arrest was made by Deputy Marshal Lan- 
ders, of Gainesville, who is one-of the old 
deputies who served under Mr. Dunlap. He 
brought two prisoners down to Atlanta 
that he had arrested in Gainesville. 

The names of the prisoners were J. D. 
Sheppard and T. H. Brendle. They were fu- 
gitives from North Carolina, and were in 
flight when nabbed by Marshal Landers.

NO SLOT WHEELS 
IN THE SALOONS 


The Chief of Police Says They Must Be 
Abolished at Once. 


SEVEN KEEPERS ARE: NOTIFIED 


No More Nickel-in-the-Slot Beer and 
Cigars. 


THEY ARE SAID TO BE A GAMBLING DEVICE 


If the Wheels Are Not Dispensed with 
at Once Cases Will Be, Made. 
The Law Quoted. 


There is to be no more dropping a nickel 
in the slot for beer and cigars in the saloons 


in Atlanta. 


" The edict- has gone forth, and if the slot 


wheels are not dispensed with at once 
those running them will find themselves be- 
fore the recorder with cases booked against 
them. 

Yesterday afternoon Chief Connolly in- 
strutted the policemen to notify all parties 
on thelr beats who are conducfing any 
Eames of chance in the saloons \to discon- 
tinue them at once or cases will be made 
for violating section 900 of the city code. 

The section referred to is as follows: 

“Section “0—No gaming table, gaming 
device or apparatus, shall be kept or used 
at any place for which license is granted, 
nor shall any game by cards, ten pins or 
music, or otherwise, be played ati any such 
place for amusement, exercise or for any- 
thing of value, nor shall any pools be 
sold, provided the keeping of billiard and 
pool tables and playing thereon for exercise 
or amusement only, shall not be prohib-, 
ited in hotels when the same are in a dif- 
ferent room from tbe bar.” 

Aimed at Slot Wheels. 

In giving’ his instructions to the police 
yesterday Chief Connolly did not specify 
any particular gaming device, but it is un- 
derstood that his order is almed specially 
at the slot wheels which are in use in many 
of the saloons in the city. 

The slot wheels are arranged so that by 
the dropping of a nickel in the slot the 
wheel is made to revolve untll it stops with 
a pointer on a number on the margin. 
That number calls for the number of cigars 
to which the person using the’ wheel is 
entitled. Most of the numbers on tthe wheel 
is a one, which makes the player merely 
get his beer or cigar; but there are several 
Nos. 2 and one No. 5 on the wheel, and the 
player stands a chance of getting two beers 
or even five for his nickel. 

For more than a year past these wheels 
have,been used,in a number of) the bar- 
rooms in atlanta. At first they were on the 
cigar counters and were for the entertain- 
ment of smokers only, but in time they 
were utilized for the benefit of the thirsty 
and nearly every person who wanted a beer 
would try his luck at the wheel! A lucky 
roll meant five cold drinks for five cents. 
In some places,the custom, has (prevailed 
to give a person credit for so many beers 
or cigars, if they were not all wanted at 
one time. 


Must Be Abolished. 


Under Chief-Connolly’s tnstru¢tions all 
the saloon men in the city using the wheels 
will be notified that the wheels! must be 
abolished, and if his orders are not obeyed 
cases against those failing to do so will 
be made. 

The recorder has been consulte and he 
has intimated that he will hold that the 
slot wheels come under section 9% and he 
will impose fines for any violation of the 
same.

WILL CAMP AT ST. SIMON’S. 


The Naval Battalion Will Go Into 
Camp About July 15th. 

There is still another encampment in 
store for Uncle Sam’s troops in Georgia. 
Captain Oscar Brown is now planning to 
have the naval battalion go into camp on 
St. Simon’s island about the m‘ile of this 
month and practice naval tactics for about 
a week. 

The matter has not been definitely de- 
cided yet. but it is most probable such a 
course will be taken. The battalion con- 
sists of four companies, two in Savannah 
and two in Brunswick. The expense for 
transportation, therefore, would not be 
great. 

This will be the first time that all the 
battalion will have been in camp together. 
Two of the companies were given practice 


last year, and the other two have only 
lately been organized. There are about 200 


men in all. 

Captain Brown will. arrange to have the 
Wilmington, one of the government 'war- 
ships, brought to the harbor and! on this 
Ship the battalion will be drilled They 
will take a trip out every day,and conduct 
the ship as if they were in the thick of 
battle. 

The ‘soldiers will be made acquainted 
with every department of the vesel, and 
the drill will be of great value tb them. 
Captain Brown will go down from. Atlan- 
ta and will be in charge of the encampment. 
He may not stay, however; during the 
entire week.
